WAITING FOR HIS NIECE. 


William Gale, who served years ago as 
secretary to Mayor “Long John” Went- 
worth, was killed by a Chicago, Milwaukee 
and’ St. Paul) passenger train at Galewood, 
the suburb named for him, last night. On 
the same train was a niece who was going 
to pay the Gales e visit. 

No one saw the accident and the first inti- 
mation that anything untoward had hap- 
pened to Mr. Gale was when the niece ap- 
peared alone at the Gale residence. 


Fails to Meet Niece. 

She had left the train and waited for a few 
minutes for her uncle, who was to have met 
her. Then she started on alone. Alarmed at 
the failure of Mr. Gale to meet the guest 
other members of the family started for the 
depot. 

At the station they met John Howell, a 
switchman.. After the train departed he had 
walked down the tracks and had stumbled 
across the body of the founder of Galewood. 
He hurried back to the station just in time to 
meet Mr. Gale’s relatives and convey the sad 
message. 


Mist Hides Train and Tragedy. 

It is supposed that Mr. Gale was crossing 
the tracks and did not see the onrushing 
train through the mist, the same curtain 
which hid him from the eyes of the engine- 
men and obscured the tragedy. The body 
was taken to Melles’ undertaking rooms, 4021 
West North avenue. 

Mr. Gale was 77 years old and was well 
known to the ‘‘old guard’’ of: both political 
parties. He was a brother of Edwin O. Gale 
of Gale ,& Blocki, druggists. The family 
residence is at 1846 North Sixty-third court.

One of Them, That of Man Now 
Dead, Told to Senate Com- 
mittee in Confidence.

Washington, D. C., June 24.—[Special. }— 
Herman H. Kohisaat, editor and: publisher of 
the Chicago Record-Herald, was a notable 
witness today before the Lorimer investi- 
gating committee of the senate, He not only 
repeated the testimony he gave before the 
Helm committee that Clarence S. Funk had 
told him of the Edward Hines conversation, 
but under pressure gave the names of addi- 


tional men who were mentioned in that talk 


They were: 


Roger Sullivan. 

E. S. Conway. 

One of the Weyerhaeusers. 

A man now dead, whose name Mr. 
Kohisaat imparted confidentially to the 
committee. 

It was with the greatest reluctance that 
Mr. Kohleaat revealed these names, and 
only after the committee specifically directed 
him to do so. He insisted he did not care 
to make any suggestion that they were in- 
volved with Hines. The names, he said, had 
been given him by Mr. Funk, and he did no: 
know whether Hines had mentioned them to 
the Intermational Harvester manager, or 
whether the latter was merely spéculating 
as to the men that naturally would be ap- 
vroached. 


Names Persons He Told. 

Asked if he had given the information 
communicated by Mr, Funk to any persona, 
Mr. Kohlsaat seid he had done so; and that 
the seal of confidence imposed upon him was 
only as to thé name of his informant. 

The only persons to whom he had com- 
ruunicated the names and all the details of 
the conversation were Mrs. Kohlsaat, Victor 
F. Lawson, whom the witness described as 
owner of the Record-Herald as well] as the 
Chicago Daily News, and former President 
Theodore Roosevelt, 

It was this information which the witness 
believed was largély responsible for the re- 
fusa] of Col. Roosevelt to attend the Hamil- 
ton club dinner last fall because of the pres- 
ence of Senator Lorimer, and the colonel 
had so written him. 

Mr. Kohlsaat said he had communicated 
the information but not the name of his 
informant to Senator Root and Senator La 
Follette. Mr. Root wrote him it had great 
influence in determining his course of action, 
and after the delivery of his speéch against 
Mr. Lorimer’s retention in the senate he 
wrote to the Chicago editor and urged him 
to reveal his authority to the senate. . 


Threatened by La Follette. 

Senator La Follette threatefea to send a 
sergeant at arms after him, Mr. Kohisaat 
said, but if he had come to Washington the 
only effect would have been to cause him to 
spend the summer here. He meant, of course, 
in jail. 

Mr. Hanecy, Mr. Lorimer’s counsel, made 
strenuous efforts to break down Mr. Kohl- 
saat, but failed at every point. It devel- 
oped that the editor had communicated to 
Senator Cullom as well as Senators Root and 
La Follette, the information he had obtained 
from Mr. Funk, prior to the senate vote last 
winter. This caused no change in Mr. 
Cullom’s attitude as he voted to retain Lori- 
mer in his seat. 

Senator Gamble was particularly concerned 
at Mr. Kohlsaat’s refusal to convey to the 
subcommittee of the senate which investi- 
gated the Lorimer case last fall the informa- 
tion in his possession, declaring he never 
had heard anything about Hines’ connec- 
tion with Lorimer’s election, although Mr. 
Kohisaat said it was notoriously ‘n circula- 
tion about the city of Chicago. 

Mr. Gamble dwelt at great length upon the 
duty of citizenship resting upon Mr. Kohl- 
seat, insisting he had no right to conceal 
such a grave crimeras bribery in connéction 
with the election of a United States senator. 
The witness replied in quiet even tones that 
when he was given information in confidence 
he proposed to respect that confidence. 


Personal Integrity Paramount. 

“Your position is that good citizenship 
never requires @ man to sacrifice his per- 
sonal integrity?” observed Senator Lea.

In May of last year he met Mr. Funk in the 
doorway of the W. W. Kimball company on 
Jackson boulevard. It was raining and 
neither had an umbrelle. The question of 
Lorimer’s election arose 

‘Funk said,” the witness repeated. “ that 
money was used to buy that election. L asked: 
‘How do you know?’ He said: ‘I feel posi- 
tive. I was asked myself for a contribution.’ 

"Tell me about it,’ I seid. ‘ Well,’ he 
said, ‘I don’t want to mix up in this thing 
at all. I don’t want to bring the company 
into it in any way, shape, or form, so I had 
better say nothing about it” I said: ‘I 
won't say anything about it. You give me 
the information and if 1 use it I will keep 
it absolutely confidential. After that promise 
Mr. Funk told me he had been approached by 
Edward Hines, who said they had had a 
chance to put over Lorimer’s election; that it 
took $100,000 to do it; that they did not 
have time to go around and raise the money;

Witness Pressed by Counsel. 

Mr. Kohiseat added that Mr. Funk told him 
Hines said Edward Tilden was interested in 
collecting the money.

Bancroft Also Testifies. 

Preceding Mr. Kohlsaat, Edgar A. Bane 
croft, general counsel for the Internationa] 
Harvester company, was examined. He was 
questioned closely as to the participation of 
the McCormick family in politics, upon the 
Increase of taxes by the board of review on 
the stock in the International) Harvester © 
company held by the McCormick and Deer- 
ing families, and upon a new incorporation 
bill which had been drafted by @ committee 
of the State Bar association, to which he had 
been added as a member.

Yesterday morning Chief McWeeny insisted 
that the conduit explosions, of which there 
have been six, were due alone to gas acel- 
dentaHy ignited. 


Employes Find Dynamite. 

Last night, following the suppposed inves- 
tigation of the police, employés of the Com- 
monwealth Edisen company found the evi- 
Gence which fixed at least one of them in- 
dubitably as a dynamite explosion. 

The dynamite had been huhg in tin buckets 
from the limb off tree placed splt wise acro@s 
the top of the manhole. BEvidently there Hwa 
been two buckets. The fuse attached to tie 
contents of one had ignited the supporting 
rope, and the rope, burning through, had 
dropped its load of dynamite into the water 
at the bottom of the manhole. 


Chief Still Unconvinced. 

The other fuse, however, had fulfilled tte 
purpose, resulting in an explosion which 
wrecked the conduits, tore up the manhole, 
and brought the following statement yester- 
day from Chief McWeeny: 

“I cannot ember a time when ex- 
plosions were not occurring in the mains of 
the electric companies and the gas com- 
panies. There been no definite evidence 
obtained to show that the work has been 
done by bomb throwers, and I am inclined to 
believe that the explosions were caused by 
leaks in the conduits.” cae

Jewels of Woman Said to Have cia 


Stolen by Agent of Relatives of Her

ing to a man who is familar with the case, 
the smuggling charges brought against an 
aged western millionaire by Mrs, John W.

SEEK TO FREE ENRIGHT. 


Other Briggs House Witnesses 
Insist They Cannot Identify

This was the testimony given yesterday in 
Judge Scanian’s court by James O'Conner, 
alias ‘“‘ Deanie’’ Connors, during the a- 
gument of a motion to release Maurice 
“Mossy” Enright on ball. Enright ie im 
the county jail, held without bond for the 
Alktmen murder in the Briggs house barreom 
three months ago. 

Connors, who is a brother of William (Red) 
Connors, who is under indictment for alleged 
labor sluggings, declared he was standing 
between Altman and Gentleman at the time 
the latter fired the first shot. 

When he saw Gentlenfan draw the te- 
volver from his pocket, he asserted, he 
jumped back to avoid being shot himsel£. 


Connors Tells of Shooting. 

“TI had just gone into the Briggs house tae 
and had ordered a glass of beer when I saw » 
Gentleman come into the place from the reage 
way,” Connors testified. “ He had promised 
to get my pay for me and I was just about 
to ask him for it when I saw him draw the 
revolver. 

“I jumped beck and th the next ingtane 
Gentleman pulled the trigger and I saw Alt- 
man fall tothe floor. Altman had been drink. 
ing with another man, but I do not know whe 
he was. I don’t know how many shots were 
fired, but when I heard the first one I ranout 
the front way. Everybody else did the same 
and I don’t know who helped Altman. I wag 
scared, and thought for a moment when Gen- | 
tleman drew the gun he was going to shoot 
me. , 

“TI stood on the corner at Randolph street 
and Fifth avenue for about five minutes and 
then took an elevated train to Fortieth street 
and Indiana avenue. The same night I met - 
Gentleman in Carroll's saléon at Root street 
and Emerald avenue and he gave me my 
money. He told me that if I mentioned any- 
thing as to who shot Altman he would kill 
me, too,”’ 


Fail to Identify Fugitive. 

Other witnesses gave testimony tending 
to show that it was not Enright that killed 
Altman. They were J. J. Brittain, 618 South 
Forty-first avenue, a centractor; William 
H. Ehemann, assistant sheriff, and Harry 
Hanh, 1425 West Monroe street. i 

The latter, at the time of the murder, wag 
cashier at the bar of the Briggs house.

The makers of voting devices have been 
predicting for a fortnight that the specialists 
would express the opinion that one or more 
machines have been offered which would meet 
all the requfremerits of a Chicago election. 
Which machines would be favored the sel} 
ers, of course, could not forecast. The Wins- 
low, Triumph, International, —_s Empire are 
in the competition. 

The first three named will Kir’ that the 
Empire cannot be purchased because it does 
not have the party lever and therefore does 
not conform to the Illinois specifications, 
and besides it does not give the total vote 
for any candidate Without adding two num- 
bers together. 

The last three named will assert that the 
Winslow device is impractical because of its 
weight and that the cost of cartage and stor- 
age would be enormous. Any other combina- 
tion of three will point é6ut defects in the re- 
maining machine of sufficient importance, in 
their opinion, to prevent any qualified experts 
from giving it unqualified approval.

AUTHOR POINTS THE WAY 


New York Mystery May Be 
Cleared Up by Paris 


Temps Story. 


New York, June 24—[Special.}J—A middle 
aged physician loved his secretary, a beauti- 
ful young woman. An author became ac- 
quainted with them and fell in love with the 
| girl, who returned his affection. He wrote a 
¢rama. basing it upon the triangle and sug- 
gesting in it that the elder lover make way 
with himself that the younger might win 
the woman. He sent the manuscript to the 
doctor. The latter soon‘afterward was found 
dead. rf 

This, in brief, ie the story from Paris that 
may clear up the mysterious death of Dr. 
William R. C. Latson. The woman in the 
case, who is referred to as “ Anna,” is Alta 
Marhheva, a Russian girl, who was a/close 
friend of Dr. Latson. The third party in 
the tragedy is Leopold Kampf, a Polish 
American play wright. 


Girl with Him Before Death. 

Dr. Latson was found dead in his library 
at 660 Riverside drive on the night of May 
11 last with a bullet in his brain. Beside 
him was a note addressed to his mother and 
sister, reading: 

“ Mother and Gertie: I have done my best. 
Death. w.” 

The police learned that Miss Marhevka had 
been with the physician two hours before 
his death was discovered. She declared that 
she and Dr. Latson had been in love for a 
long time and had studied mystic psychology 
and philosophy together. 

Efforts to unravel the mystery all proved 
unavailing until a story was printed in the 
Paris Temps. In the Temps article are ex- 
traordinary statements by Leopold Kampf 
bearing on the case. 

The Temps article is signed “*‘ Nozier,” and 
its title is “ New York Drama.” It is printed 
with the single comment: “’Tis a strange 
story. I leave it to psychologists and Amer- 
ican justice.” 

* Kampf met Latson and Anna in New York 
in 1908,"’ says the article, “ during rehearsals 
of Kampf's play, ‘Grand Soir.’ They -be 
came intimate and soon Anna's friendship for 
the author grew to love. 

“She confessed to Latson, who, although 
greatly pained. continued to befriend Kampf 
and for the sake of Anna's happiness tried t> 


however, sailed for Europe three weeks after 
i the beginning of the yomance. 


Builds Play on Incidents. 

“ For some time the two men corresponded, 
the doctor referring to Anna. as‘ the child.’ 
Soon, however, the letters became less fre- 
quent, then ceased altogether. But the ex- 
traordinary psychology of the personalities 
concerned in the romance had strongly im- 
pressed Kampf's mind and he decided to use 
the material as the theme of a play. 

“He set to work and quickly finished 
‘Mina et le Plaisir,’ which will be produced 
next October at Frankfurt on the occasion of

Irish Critic, Novelist, and Dramatist Re- 
veals to Coal Smoke Abatement So- 
clety’ Secret of His Brilliancy.

“The play wes finished a few monthe ago 
and Kampf sent « copy of the manuscript 
to Latson. 

“Tt is Kampf’s theory that both the doctor 
and Anna might have been victims of auto- 
suggestion. Dr. Latson, he argues, might 
have written his last message to his mother 
and eister and thera compelled Anna to shoot 
him. 

“Thus, Kampf concludes, the mystery 
might be explained easily. Anna would be 
imnocent, for she only would have obeyed 
her master and been nothing more than the 
instrument of his suicide.” 

Winding up the article, “ Nozler” saye tt 
was Kampf's remorse that prompted him to 
make public the statement. 


Girl Agitated Over Cablegram.

DUE WEDNESDAY 
House of Tords’ Demands 


Will Be Refused by Cabinet 
When Presented. 


PEERS IN LAST “BLUFF.” 


O’Connor Says Asquith Will Not 
Be Forced to Create Any 
New Members.

Veto Bill Up Wednesday. 

The house of lords wil) resume the con- 
sideration of the veto bill Wednesday ané@ 
the government wil) reply to their inadmis- 
sible demands within a few hours after re- 
ceiving them. 

The Tories canmet live long without some 
scare. They are working at this moment 
first over the deg¢largtion of London. The 
protectionists and yellow journals and ell 
of the admirals have raised the cry that this 
declaration surrenders euch important Eng- 
lish rights of nawal warfare as to threaten 
England with defeat in the first naval bat- 
tles, followed by universal starvation owing 
to the stoppage of ships bearing food to 
Engiand. 

This scare received a heavy blow when the 
imperial conference, representing all of the 
great colonies, unanimously approved the 
deviaration. 


Commons to Accept Declaration. 

The battie now is transferred to the house 
of commons and goon we shell have a debate 
and violent speeches there, bat the declara- 
tion wil] be carried by an unbreken coalition 
majority. 

The second scare is even more ridiculous. 
During the last week the report was indus- 
triously circulated that a new general eleo- 
tion must come in August.

Is Chief Spokesman. 
One of the enigmatic figures of the politieas 
world in Englamd today is Lord Loreburn, 
the lord chancellor. He is at once one of the 


most popular and powerful and one of the 


most unpopular members of the ministry, 
As iord chancellor he occupies @ great poste 


tion in the ouscial hierachy. He is the pre 


siding officer of the house of lords; he fs the 


head of ail the judiciary of the country. He 
has immense patronage and it is he for in ~ 


stance and not any other minister or even 


the ministry as a whole that i responsibie 


for the appointment of nearly alll the judges; 


a piece of patronage which is the most prised 


in the whole range of political reward. 


As lord chancellor it is his duty alse te be 
the chief spokesman in most debates of the 


administration. I may remark, by the way, 
as one of the many curious survivals of old 
times and customs in the British touse of 
parliament that though the lord chancellor is 
the presiding officer of the house of lords, he 
has no such power there as are exercised by 
the speaker in the house of commons. In- 


deed he strictly and technically does not 


belong to the house of lords at all. 
The woolsack on which he sits is tech- 


as it¢ must, the real battle over - 
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nically not inside the house of lords; the loré 
chancellor when he rise’ to speak to the 
jorés has to step a few paces in front of the 
woolsack so as to bring himself inside the 

The lord chancellor eannot name the peer |. 
who is to speak; that is really at the disposi- 
tion of the peers themselves, and occasionally 
@ motion is made and a division is taken az to 
which of the two peers shall be the one to 
address them. Nor can the lord chancellor 
call any peer to order, for the good reason 
that there are no rules for the house of lords. 
They are law unto themselves. 


Was Always a Radical, 


But in spite of all these things, the lord 
chancellor has an immense power in the 
house if he win their confidence. As @ rule, 
a Liberal lord chancellor bas little chance of 
accomplishing this. In a body where there is 
a majority of 560 to 40 Liberals, it is not likely 
that any Liberal minister will get ‘any such 
distinction. 

But somehow or other Lord Loreburn, too, 
was about as unlikely a Liberal as one could 
imagine to recommend himself to the Tory 
peers. He has been all his Hfe a radical of 
radicals, was one of the most pronounced 
of the pro-Boers as they were called during 
the Boer war; has spoken in favor of home 
rule for Ireland in season and out of season; 
ig a radical land reformer, in short, is every- 
thing that the Tory peers consider objection- 
able. 

And yet they like him; and the reasons why 
they like him are the reasons which make 
him so unpopular with a large section of the 
Liberal party in the house of commons. One 
of his duties, as I have said, is to appoint 
judges, and in making these appointments 
he has paid no heed whatever to political 
opinions. If a man would make a good judge 
he made him a judge though he was a Tory, 
and if a man was, in his opinion, unfit for the 
bench, no amount of pressure or political in- 
fluence would induce him to appoint him, 
even though the candidate were a Liberal 
with years of servige to Liberalism. behind 
him 

Two Men Always 

For years Harding Giffard, as Lord Hals- 
bury was known in his earlier days, was one 
of the leaders of the bar. After many unsuc- 
ceasful contests he sycceeded at last in 
reaching the house of lords. He wasnot a 
euccess there, and people imagined when the 
lord chancellorship became vacant, that 
technically he was entitled to the place. 
Lord Salisbury would not have the face to 
appoint him. But Lord Salisbury, who wasa 
good old Tory himself, liked Lord Haisbury 
and not only gave him the place but never 
would consent to take it from him as long 
as he lived. The two were inseparable and 
acted together. And then a strange thing 
happened. This man who had been such a 
failure in the house of commons became a 
‘great success in the house of lords. He ruled 
with a rod of iron and it was for him to say 
what measure should be accepted and what 
rejected by the upper chamber. That was 
exasperating enough to Liberals and house 
of commons men, but Lord Halsbury went 
further. For year after year he gave every 
appoimtment in his patronage to his fellow 
Tories. A man might be good or bad as a 
lawyer, so long as he was a Tory of the thor- 
ough going kind Lord Halsbury put him 
above the head of every Liberal. 

In some cases the appointments were noth- 
ing less than a public scandal; men with no 
practice at the bar were suddenly hoisted to 
the judicial bench, and it is this fact that 
lies at the root of the immense popular revolt 
which has been growing in England against 
the palpable and outrageous partisanship of 
the present judges. 


Impartial as Chancellor. 

When Lord Loreburn came into office and 
was backed by a gigantic Liberal majority, 
every good Liberal in the country thought 
that the magisterial bench was at last going 
to be once more. opened to Liberals.

Defies Enemies for Time, 

Lord Loreburn is strong enough to defy his 
enemies for the moment; he is a great force 
im the house of lords; he has many strong 
political friends.

No Sporting Event in the World 
Draws Such a Cosmopoli- 
tan Assemblage.

What the Derby is to Britons in all parts of 
the world, the Grand Prix at Paris, which 
takes place today, is ta the French people. 
It is not merely a metropolitan race, but 
one that is national, and just in the same way 
as the sweepstakes of the Calcutta club for 
the Derp) at Epsom represents a fortune, 
and that the first question of two English- 
men when meeting in the wilds of central 
Asia will be as to who has won tbe Derby. 
so will the name of the winner of the Grand 
Prix today constitute a subject of discus- 
sion wherever Frenchmen foregather, be it 
on the banks of the pirate infested rivers of 
Tonkin, or in the depths of central Africa, 
where military operations are now in prog- 
ress, with the object of bringing under sub- 
jection that Sudanese empire of the Wadal, 
which is the one remaining center of slave 
hunting and of the slave trade. 

The Grand Prix is invariably attended by 
the head of the nation. That of 1870 was the 
last occasion on which Napoleon III., with 
Empress Eugenie and their son, the il] fated 
prince imperial, were seen in public. The 
following summer beheld the race course 
plowed by the shells and swept by the 
bullets of the Communist and Versailles com- 
batants.. But in 1872 the race was run once 
more, just as well attended as ever, and with 
this difference: that President Thiers, who 
was a dwarf in stature, had taken the place 
of Napoleon III. in the stand reserved for 
the chief of the state. It was observed that 
he was very careful to avoid seating himself 
in the imperial chair, as, being a superstitious 
man, like all French bourgeois, he ccnsidered 
it umlucky. 

; _ 

His example in attending the race has 
been followed by all /nis successors, who 
drive to the course with a considerable 
amount of official pomp, the president being 
usually accontpanied on these orcasions by 
the premier, and by the chief of his military 
household, and escorted by cavalry. On 
reaching the track he is received by the 
president and principal officers of the Jockey 
club, or rather, I should say, of the Associa- 
tion for the Encouragement of the Breeding 
and Training of Horses. 

The drive of the president to and from the 
Grand Prix has on several occasions been 
. signalized by attempts upon his life by would- 
be assassins. But in every instance they 
have been discovered, on their arrest, to be 
notoriety seeking cranks and lunatics, rather 
than full fedged and dangerous anarchists, 
such as that Cesario who murdered President 
Carnot while he was driving through the 
streets of Lyons. 

Whereas the great annual steeplechase at 
Auteuil, which took place last Sunday, is, like 
Chantilly. more or less of an affair of ths 
world of fashion, it is the bourgeois element 
that predominates at the Grand Prix. Every 
tradesman, every salesman, every petty gov- 
ernment employe, even the very shopgirla 
and the artisans save up money for this one 
great popular holiday of the year, when they 
array themselves in all the finery they can 
scrape together, submitting to many priva- 
tions vefore and afterward on this account, 
without a murmur. 

But the display is not confified to the bour- 
geoisie. It also extends to the demi-monde 
and to the great world, the women all wear- 
ing their loveliest dresses and hats. It is 
indeed on these occasions that most of the 
fashions, feminine as well as,;masculine. aré 
launched. The Grand Prix of 1908 witnessed 
the revival of the directoire style, and in 
1802 it was at the Grand Prix, then run at 
Vincennes, that long trousers for masculine 
wear were first inaugurated, while at the 
Grand Prix in 1826 the beard made its re- 
appearance on men’s faces, after an ab 
sence of close upon .Wwo cunt uries.

It was not, however, until 1856 that the 
Jockey club, which had been founded in 
1833 by the late Dukepof Orleans, the Duke 
of Gramont-Caderousse, the Marquis of 
Hereford, Lord Henry Seymour, his brother, 
and several other Frenchmen and Gallicised: 
Englishmen of rank, obtained permission to 
constrict a track in the Boils de Boulogne 
at Longchamps. Stands were erected and the 
first race meeting at Longchamps was held 
in the following year—that is, in 1857. But 
it was only in 1868 that the Grand Prix was 
firstrunthere. Napoleon III. and his consort 
went thither in state escorted by their giant 
Cent Gardes, and surrounding the imperial 
party were the monarch’s half brother, the 
Duc de Morny, the Austrian ambassador 
and his wife, Princess Pauline Metternich, 
who still at the age of over 80 rules society 
and fashion at Vienna, with a fan in lieu 
of a scepter. The race was won by an Eng- 
lish horse— namely: Henry Savile’s Ranger. 
The victory was not a popular one, as Great 
Britain was just then in bad odor at the 
Tulleries, owing to a remark made not long 
before by Lord Palmerston about the em- 
peror to the effect that “ he Nes even when 
he says nothing."’ 

The French, however, had to submit to 
seeing the Grand Prix carried off on many 
occasions by English horses, notably in 1866 
by the Duke of Beaufort's Ceylon, by the 
Marquis of Hastings’ Earl in 1868, by Henry 
Savile's Cremorne, a Derby winner. in 1872, 
and again in 1874, 1878, 1880, 1882. 1885. 
1886, and in 1906. On one occasion the Grand 
Prix has fallen to an American stable—name- 
ly: in 1908, when it was won by W. K. Van- 
derbilt's Northwest. And thie blue ribbon 
of the French turf has been won no less 
than on seven different occasions by Edmond 
Blanc, one of the principal proprietors of 
the great public gambling establishment at 
Monte Carlo, and brother-in-law of Roland 
Bonaparte and of the late Prince Constan- 
tine Radziwill, associated with him in that 
enterprise, though not in the ownership of 
his racing stud, which is the finest in France. 
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Longchamp, where the Grand Prix is run, 
takes its name from the abbey of Longchamp, 
which was founded by a sister of St. Louls 
in the days of the Crusades. Of this abbey 
nothing remains but the crenellated and semi-

LAST WORN ON SCAFFOLD. 


Picked Up in a Country Shop and 
Afterwards Disposed Of 
for $75,000.

LONDON, June 13.—A well known writer 
says in the Liverpool Daily Post: 

“Here is a perfectly trye story which has 
never appeared in print but which is known 
to scores of people: A maiden lady was 
bicycling in the south of Scotland and caught 
in the handlebar of her machine the chain 
which supported her glasses, snapping it into 
several pieces., So she went into the soli- 
tary shop of the viflage through which she 
was passing and asked for any sort of chain, 

“ The old woman said she had only a string 
of old glass beads which had been in her 
own family for yearr, but as times were 
hard she would part with them, Thinking 
them rather pretty the lady paid the pricé 
asked, which was $3.60.

Seeking Horace’s Sabine Farm. 

An attempt ig being made to discover the 
remains of Horace’s Sabine farm in the val- 
ley of Ustica, near the village of Digentia, 
the modern Liconza, about fifteen miles from 
Tivoli, in Italy. A site answering to that 
of the poet's villa was found several years 
ago and remains of ancient buildings were 
unearthed, but its identification was uncer- 
tain as it was mainly based on local tradi- 
tions supposed to have been retained in the 
modern names given to the neig ng hills.

@ mosaic pavement of the period, 
but the, work had to bé stopped for lack of the 
necessary funds to expropriate the ground.

Surmounting the badge ig a floral 
design in large diamonds terminatifig in a 
ring. into which fits a boldly designed loop 
attaching the blue silk ribbon to the badge 
itself. 

The third piece, which ig the star, has eight 
points and is of diamonds. In the center is 
the plain cross of St. George in specially 
cut rubies of unusually fine color encircled 
by the motto of the order in diamonds m 
a royal blue enameled garter. This is again

surrounded by a circpit of fine diamonds.’ 


The shoulder brooch, or fourth plece of the 
insignia, consists of a double row of fine bril- 
liants, five in each row, and it is used to se- 
cure the ribbon to the 4ress.

REASON FOR THE DEFEAT. 


Election Reform Plans of Monis 
Cabinet Distasteful to 
Many Deputies. 


‘ PARIS, June 24.—Among those mentioned 
as possible successors to Premier Monis, 
whose. cabinet fell yesterday, are Joseph 
Caillaux, the minister of finance; former Pre- 
mier Clemenceau, former Premier Briand, 
who stepped down last February, and Theo- 
phile Delcasse, the minister of marine. 

The press, in seeking the causes leading 
up to the retirement of Monis and his as- 
sociates, is generally agreed that their de- 
feat was due to ti dissatisfaction of many 
deputies with the cabinet’s adhesion to the 
plan for proportional representation in elec- 
tions, or the recognition, of the minority par- 
ties as well as the majority in the voting 
districts. 

to Electoral Reform. 

Many deputies elected under the present 

majority system are sald to fear that they 


+ would lose their seats under a law of propor- 


tional distribution. Socialists, led by M. 
Jaures, predict the possible disolution of par- 
Hament on the ground that the question of 
electoral reform has so split up the existing 
alignments of parties that no cabinet would 
be able to rule for more than a few days. 


Goiran Incident Seized On. 

It is declared deputies hostile to any change 
im the existing election system seized upon 
the statement of Gen. Goiran, the minister of 
war, that the present organization of the 
army did not provide for a supreme head in 
time of war, as a pretext to vote against the 
government. 

This is in accord with the history of past 
changes of ministry, as im the case of Clemen- 
ceau and Briand, unexpected issues either 
caused their overthrow or led to their resig- 
nation because of the feeble majority the 
government was able to secure.

Guerin had influ- 
ential friends, who “‘ tipped”’ him off and he 
fied to England. He was arrested on the 
ship’s arrival; the French government cabling 
to Scotland yard. 

Guerin claimed .the protection of Great 
Britain by reason of his having been born in 
England,.and never having become natural- 
iged citigen of the United States, He was 
kept in prison nearly two years while the 
case was carried to the highest court, and 
finally John Bull refused to deliver him to 


France. 


Seeley “Among TI Those Present.” 

Among other criminals who have been 
‘* guests " of Harrison street are Pat Crowe, 
kidnaper and train robber, and Jimmy Dun- 
lap, who was one of the Northampton bank 
robbers. -The Northampton job was in 1876. 
It netted the gang more than $1.500,000 in 
bonds and securities. Dunlap was captured 
with a pal, * Bob” Scott, and sent to prison 
for a term of twenty years. The latter died 
and his widow secured Dunlap’s pardon, ft 
being Scott’s dying request. Dunlap came 
to Chicago in 1892 and opened a saloon. A 
few years ago he was arrested here for a 
bank robbery in Lllinols. He was sent to 
Joliet a second time, the first trip being for 
bank robbery at Quincy in the early 70s. 

Seeley, the cashier of a New York bank, 
who in 1804 absconded with $300,000, was 
arrested in Chicago. He was detained sev- 
eral days at Harrison street pending the 
arrival of a New York detective with requi- 


_ sition papers. 


“ Big Dan "’ Coughlin, oncé convicted of the 
murder of Dr. Cronin, and acquitted at the 
second trial, spent his first night under ar- 
rest at Harrison street. He was a member 
of the police department when charged with 
complicity in the Cronin murder. Informa- 
tion of his death in South America was re- 
ceived in Chicago a few weeks ago. He fled 
from here several years ago after being 
indicted for jury bribery.

Farhiliar Face Among ‘‘Dips.** 

Johnny Green, known as “ Crooked Jaw,” 
ané “Big” Ed Hennessy, two of the cleverest 
gold brick men that ever “trimmed a sucker,” 
were locked up at Harrjson street more times 
than they had fingere and toes. “ Old Bil” 
Brush and “ Big” -Ed Rice, two notorious 
“oon” men of twenty years ago, Were 
often behind the bars at thig station. Brush 
prided himself on the fact. that he did not 
know the tasté of liquor and that he never 
“turned a trick” on Sunday. He attended 
church wherever he happened to be, and !f 
the opportunity presented itself he would 
teach a bible class. On the other six days 


of the week he sought “suckers” at rail 
way depots and sold them bogus bonds or lots 
in the middle of the Atlantic ocean. 

*“* Mickey "' Gleason, a Chicago pickpocket 
now doing time in Germany, and “ Milwaukee 
Dutch " Matusek, another “ dip,” were fa- 
milfar faces at Harrison street in the old 
days 

Loulsa Jourdan, alias “* Little Louise,” the 
“queen of shoplifters.” and Emma Weir, 
another celebrity in that line, were frequent 
visitors at thé station two d@ecades ago. 
* Molly Matches,” Who was a man, and aw 
counted fhe ‘“ best bank «neak in the bus!- 
ness,”’ knew what it was to sleep on the soft 
side of a plank at Harrison'street. “ Grand 
Central Pete ”’- Lake, one of the first ‘‘ con ”’ 
mem known to the police of the United States, 
was often a prisoner at the old Armory at 
Adame and Franklin streets, 

Johann Hoch and Adolph Luetgert, con- 


‘victed wife murderers, were taken to Harri- 


son street to get photographed and measufed 
for the bureau of identification. ‘So were 
Rollinger and Becker, wife murderers, who 
were executed. 

One of the most noted prisdnerp ever held 
at Harrison street was “ Count " de Toulouse 
Lautréc, who was arrested here for a swindle 
in Montreal. His swindling schemes are 
known to the police of every European coun- 
try. Some years ago Stambouloff, the Bul- 
garian dictator, was on the point of placing 
the bogus count on the throne of Bulgaria, 
but it was discovered in time. ‘ 


aie 
Three Car Bandits ‘‘Guests." 

Vah Dyne, Niedermeiér, and Roeski, three 
of the car barn bandits, were locked up at 
Harrison street following their capture in 
Indiana. which formed one of the most ex- 
citing chapters in local police history. 

The original “ long and short man,’’ who 
terrorized Chicago during the summer of 
1806, and the other team of bandits that came 
a year later and was known by the same 
pseudonym, were “sweated” at Harrison 
street until they confessed. 

Two courts have been maintained at this 
station for many years. Some of the old 
magistrates who sat on the Armory bench 
were A. H. Bannion, George W. Meach, Peter 
Foote, Randall H. White, John Summerfield, 
M. R. M. Wallace, Edward T. Glennon, John 
K. Prindiville, David Lyons, George P. Fos- 
ter, John C. Richardson, George Underwood, 
Thomas Bradwell, James C. Martin, and John 
R. Caverly. The last two named now are 
judges of the Municipal! court. 

The Armory has been no respecter of per- 
song or age. Men of every profession, in- 
cluding ministers, lawyers, and doctors. have 
stood in the Armory “ bull pen “ waiting for 
thelr cases to be called. 

Some of the police department's most fa- 
mous thief catchers traveled out of Harrison 
street. and six general superintendents, be- 
fore their elevation, were commanding offi- 
cers at this station. Those who rose to the 
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head of the department after the training 
they received at Harrison street were Michael 
Hickey, Frederick Ebersold. Joseph Kipley, 
Francis O'Neill, John M. Collins, and George 
Shippy. 

John D. Shea, who for several years was in- 
spector and chief of detectives, traveled the 


‘Clark street beat asa patrolman when it was 


said to be the “ toughest spot in the world.” 
He and his partner, Joe Kipley, became noted 
thief catchers in later years. 

Michael Gallagher and Reuben Slayton were 
another old time team of plain clothes men 
who were a terror to evildoers in the Harrison 
street district. 


Others of O1 Old Guard. 

Among others that traveled out of this sta- 
tion in the 70’s were Michael White, Gus 
Swanson, John Gallagher, Dan Dorney, 
James Murnane, Pat Walsh. John Edwards, 
Rodney Long, and John Enders) The last 
two named were negroes, and were among 
the first of their race to be apointed to the 
Police force. 

The present commanding officer of the sta- 
tion is Inspector John W heeler,. who has seen 
thirty-three years service in the depart- 
ment. , 

When John Wilkie, chief of the govern- 
ment secret service, was a cub reporter in 
Chicago he used to “ cover ’ ' Harrison street 
for THe TRIBUNE. The knowledge of crim- 
lnology that he acquired had something to do 
with his appointment to the position which 
he has filled so capably 

Other reporters who “ covered ” Harrison 
street before and after Wilkie and who have 
made good are John Corwin, ‘‘ Billy ’’ 1 aylor, 
Harry Ballard, Charley Dennis. Charley 
Powers. “ Pete*’ Dunne [Mr. Dooley4, Vance 
Thompson, John M. Glenn. Herman Rei- 
witch. Harry Beach, James Keeley. Brand 
Whitlock,." Jack "’ Pratt, Lawrence Coffey, 
Elton Lower, “ Tombstone” Thompson, John 
Maxwell. Frank Finnegan George Ade, 
Henry Barrett Chamberlin, Percy Hammond, 
Sam Lederer, Fd Westlake, and Billy Stuart. 
Several German counts and a baron or two 
also have chronicted the doings at Harrison 
street for the German press.

This is so familiar 
to singing teachers that I was not aware 
that it is debatable. 

‘“ Purther, he says that the quality of the 
tone is controlled by modifying the form of 
the resonating air chambers of the pharynx 
and mouth. This also is as familiar as the 
multiplication table. 

‘“ Dr. Muckey advocates singing softly and 
makes a peint of relaxation. This has been 
advocated by all good teachers of singing for 


: 200 years.

_ “ Selentific investigation of the voice Is 
most interesting. as.is the study of any com- 
plex piece of mactiinery, and I have done 
more than an average amount of it. I aiso 
think Dr. Muckey is as close to the truth as 
any of the investigators, although I could 


quote indefinitely from other scientific’ men | 


who draw opposite conclusions from their 
investigations and offer ample proof of their 
accuracy. .My objection is filed against the 
use these men would have us make of their 
knowledge in teaching tone production. 

“A tone is something to hear: It appeals 
to the ear, therefore the ear is the thing to be 
trained. The’pupil’s ear is the measure of his 
musical taste, and teachers know that a large 
part of developing a voice is developing the 
taste of the pupil, or his tone concept. Here 
Dr. Muckey fails to follow me. He claims to 
have developed scientifically a perfect mu- 
sical tone. What does this mean? It means 


' that he has developed a tone which satisfies 


his ear; in other words, his concept of what a 


musical tone should be, and yet he seems not . 


to understand: what J mean by tone concept.

Talk tc a scientist about the 
controlling, governing power of the right 
tone concept and he immediately loses sight 
of you and says ‘intangible,’ But this is the 
most fundamental thing in tone production. 

“The singer is concerned primarily. with 
learning to play upon the vocal organ. and 
he who sings best thinks least about what 
his throat is doing, and he would not sing 
any better ifhe knew just what the — was 
coing. 

“As an example of the way the voice re- 
sponds to the idea: Speak in a fit of anger 
and a harsh, unmusica! tone is the result. 
Speak with the thought of love, and a pure 
sympathetic tone is the result. The same 
organ produced both, but the idea or concept 
Thus every phase of human 
feeling and emotion may be° expressed 
through the voice and no amount of knowl- 
edge of the mechanism will be of any assist- 
ance in learning how to do it. 

‘ Singing is a form of musical activity and 
must at all times be controlled by musical 
and artistic sense, not mechanical. If anat- 
omy and physiology were, forms of musical 
activity we might expect to find the best 
teachers. in the laborasorics and medical 
colleges. The fact that we never find them 
there is proof of the mature of such work. 
One may iollow such work to the end of his 
tays without becoming one whit more mu- 
sic.l or aztistic.

“Dr. Mnckey tekes exception to my state- 
ment that tone production is a mental proc- 
ess. It is inconceivable how he could mis- 
understand me. .That the mind originates 
and controls all action ehould not be de- 
batable. The tone is the effect, the cause is 
mental, and the quality of the effect is gov- 
erned by the quality of the cause. The teach- 
er cannot give his lessons with a manometric 
flame and a camera. He must rely upon a 
cultivated sense of musical tone. This sense 
cemes with wide musical experience and 
listening to the best singers. 

‘Dr. Muckey says I have a vague and 
erroneous idea of the relation of art and 


science, that science means to know, art to 


Go This does not come to me as a revela- 
tion. . Further, let me assure him that sing- 
ing is an art, a fact which seems to elude his 
mental grasp, and that singers do know the 
most important thing about it—namely: 
how it ought to sound. 

“ Dr. Muckey closes by offering the opirion 
that by not knowing the scientific construc- 
tion of a tone that singers and voice teachers 


are making a ‘ mess of tone production.’ Con- 
sidering that the number of good singers its 
constantly increasing and that they all come 
from vocal studios the scientist not having 
produced a single one it would seem that the 
doctor might better have reserved that re- 
mark. 

“The progressive vocal teachers know what 
is going on among the scientific investigators, 
but the results of their investigations are 
such a mass of vagaries and contradictions 
that there is little of value in them.’ Dr 
Muckey and his brethren take themselves too 
Seriously. They discover that the vocal 
mechanism coes certain things in good tone 
production and they immediately take unto 
themselves a vast credit for something for 
which they are in no way responsible. The 
vocal mechanism was producing beautiful 
tone long before they discovered it, and it 
would have continued to do so just the same 
had they not discovered it. They clafm too 
much for themselves. With a’ few physical 
facts they-try to occupy not only their own 
legitimate ephere but that of the artist as 
well, and these facts, be it understood, how- 
ever true and interesting they may be, are 
at best of on!y secondary importance to the 
singing teacher.”

Nearly 60,000 vigitore are expected here 
during the regatta, but the committee, work- 
ing with ti.2 Bonster club, has made arrange- 
ments to take care of every one who enters 
the city. Thousands of rooms already have 
been listed with the information bureau and 
more are coming in every day. For those 
who intend to live in their own boats, the pro- 
vision men of the city will have delivery 
wagons makibg three trips a day to supply 
food, and for these who intend to camp out 
in tents the committee has had two of the 
le -gest islandg in the vicinity put in condition 
for such purposes, the grass cut, wells dug, 
and underbrush eleared. 

Word comes from every city along the Mis- 
sissipp! riyer-of one or more boats that will 
join the great Foufth annual cruise to the 
regatta and nearly a thousand boats of all 
descriptions are e@ected. Exeursion parties 
on big river steamers have been arranged, 
La Crosse, Wis., having already chartered 
two big steamboats to carry 2,000 enthusi- 
astic fans to the races, in addition to the im- 
mense crowd that is-coming down in the 
motor boat fleet, which is expected to number 
nearly 200 boata from La Cregse alone, 


~ Course Finest in West. 

The great racecourse, pronounced the finest 
in the west, hag been officially surveyed by 
gévernment engineers and the work of set- 
ting bueys to mark the course is well under 
way. Three buoys 500 feet apart in a tri- 
angle will mark each turn, the object being 
to make the small boats round these buoys 
and thus eliminate any advantage they may 
have over the larger boats in being able to 
turn’ quickly, Im this manner every boat 
will have to travel the full five miles of the 
course and cannot eut it short by ability to 
turn quickly. 

Work on the grand stand, which is to have 
a capacity for $20,000, already hag begun. The 
big stand will be nearly three blocks long. 
A price has been set for which every sort of 
room must be rented, restaurants heave been 
bound under contract mot to raise their 
prices, hotels haye contracted to keep their 
prices the same as usual, and even the Stand.

Army Friend Helps Him 

New York attracted Rector and he went 
there, still im the street. He walked un- 
counted miles of streets, looking for a 
job.

The friend sent Rec- 
tor with a note to the management of the old 
Second Avenue Street Car company. Within 
five minutes Rector was riding in New York 
etreets, a uniformed street car conductor. 

For 
two years Rector made ten round trips a day 
with his car, and he got §2 a day. He had 
no time to spend his money, however, and he 
saved a good deal of it. He and his wife 
were going to start a restaurant, somewhere, 
just as soon as they had enough money.

First Job as Bartender. 

Finally when Rector came to Ch.cago to 
stay, ‘‘ Charlie’’ Kern gave him a job as 
bartender in the saloon whose site at present 
is covered by the Stock Exchange building 
at Washington and La Salle streets. From 
Kern’s bar Rector went to the Brown hotel 
bar as tender, the hotel taking place as one 
of the best in all the west. Kinsley took the 
Brown hotel to make of it the Delmonico’s 
of Chicago, and Rector helped him succeed. 

At Clark and Monroe streets there was a 
basement saloon. Rector bought it, refur- 
nished it, and became proprietor of the shop.

“ Don’t worry, Charley,” was Gore's com- 
ment when Rector used to come to him, 
apologetically. ‘* When I begin to kick about 


that loan, then you can pull a long face.”” 

In all this time the brass griffin on the 
sidewalk in Monroe street had been grin- 
ning. It centinued grinning there and it was 
grinning when “ Bob” Stites was called in as 
manager for Rector’s—which had begun to 
pay expenses! And this polished brass griffin

Forests Add to Great Annual Fire Waste. 


HEN fire insurance statistics showed 

that for the year 1910 the United 

W States lost §210,000,000 worth of in- 

surable property for which the fire 

insurance companies paid indemni- 

ties of $147,000,000, the average householder 
sat up and gasped. 

A little later this average householder’s 
newspaper camé out with editorial utter- 
ances decrying the enormous annua! losg to 
the country as shown in such stupendous fig- 
ures. ‘“‘Our Annual Fire Waste” was a 
characteristic heading for the utterances. 
But in all the comment upon the fire losses 
of the country only the residential and 
business structures of the country were can- 
vassed. It has remained for Henry 8. Graves 
of the forestry division of the department 
of agriculture to add to these fire logses of 
civilization an additional estimated $75,000, - 
000 worth of timber, destroyed by forest 
fires. 

Just here, however, is a thought which Mr. 
Graves has not connected with the fire losses 
of the olvilized communiti¢s. Which is that, 
while the insurable property losses aggre- 
gate $210,000,000 for last year the $75,000,000 
of losses from forest fires in the same period 
are of a nature tending to make the re- 
building of frame buildings and wood fin- 
ishings more difficult and more costly than 
ever defore. 

Burning $76,000,000 of standing timber in 
one year, how far short of restoring insurable 
buildings may this timber loss fall? 

' How many sawmills, with working forces, 
has it put out of business? How many 

for dressing and planing lumber must feel 
the influence of such loss? It requires the 
greater part of a century-to restore burned 
areas that were covered with first class 
timber growths. What of the compounding

normal condition at the beginning of the 
year 19107 

Relatively speaking, even in this age of 
steel and concrete, the forest fires of 1910 
may be termed the more serious loss to 
the.country. In the main a fire that de- 
stroys a building brings about the erection 
of a better building within the course of 
ayear. But it requires e hundred years to 
grow a forest! ~ 

At the present time the great national 
forest reserves—most of them in mountainous 
regions—are patrolled by fire rangers in the 
dry seasons. Al! through the summer camp- 
ing season the rules and regulations goy- 
-erning the building’ of camp fires are posted 
and the manner in which fires shall be 
gmothered before léaving must be observed, 
at the risk of heavy fines for non-observance. 

When this law was put into effect fire losses 
on government reservations were reduced 
enormously. Not only did the fire ranger 
service extinguish many of these fires but 
hundreds of fires were prevented through 
observance of the camping laws. However, 
Mr. Graves is certain that proper telephone 

wr telegraph service in the great tracts of 

iprest reserve jn the hill country would in- 
crease the efficiency of the ranger service 
immensely. 

As indicating the dangers of fires in these 
reserves he states that more than 5,000 indi- 
vidual outbreaks of fire were reported in 
the unusual drought of 1910. Some of these 
fires started in almost inaccessible regions 
where it required from two to six deys for 
the nearest camp of fire fighters to reach 
the scene, and in*many cases these camps 
had to find their way to the ecene by using 


compass and sextant, no sign of the smoke 
being visible at such distances. 

As to the heavy damages in these forest 
preserves last year they are chargeable to 
only 15 per cent of the total 56.000 fires. Dis- 
tances, lack of trails;\and of telephone or 
telegraph communication are as much 
chargeable with these logses ag are the lim- 
ited numbers of fire fighters. Yet in these 
vast reserves are 9,218 miles of trails, 1.218 
miles of roads, and 4,851 miles of telephone 
wires. Much of this work has been done in 
the last five years in these public domains. 

In considering this condition of the forest 
reserves in relation to the estimated $75,- 
000,000 of total forest fire losses in 1910, 
however, the fact that the forest reserves 
comprise only one-fourth of the timber acre. 
age subject to devastation is of striking 
significance. 

Mr. Graves’ suggestion is that among the* 
individuel concerns controlling timber lands 
in any state some protective association be 
formed along the lines of the national fire 
rangers, the cost of the system to be as- 
sessed proportionately among the ownera In 
Idaho and in northern New England such 
associations have been formed and have ac- 
complished much in checking timber losses. 

The suggestion is made that through the 


state itself a patrol system be established 


for the purpose at least of giving warnings of 
fires. To this force of state rangers he 
would have the association fire fighters on 
duty and subject to instant call all through 


» the dry months of summer and fall. His point 


of view is that no matter if corporations 
have ownership of these great tracts of tim- 
ber, they constitute a great naturel resource 
of the state. In this way he holds that it is 
the duty of the reg Np ag 
thef burden of such fire protection,

Early Advantages the Best. 

The late Alexander Johnston Cassatt was 
bern in 1889, the son of Robert S. Cassatt, 
first mayor of Allegheny City, and identified 
with the industrial interests of western Penn- 
sylvania. The elder Cassatt was a founder 
of the banking house of Lloyd, Cassatt & Co. 
of Philadelphia, and after the younger Cas 
satt had been graduated from the high 
school of Pittsburg the father took up resi- 
dence in Europe, where the son was given 
fullest opportunities of the best schools on 
the continent. 

The boy studied in France, entered the 
University of Heidelberg, came home to 
the Polytechnic institute at Troy, N. Y., 
and was graduated as a civil engineer in 
1859. His first work was with the building 
of a raliroad in Georgia, and at the outbreak 
of the war he returned to the north, settling 
in Philadeiphia. In 1861 he was appointed 
rodman on the Philadelphia division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, went over to the 
engineers’ corps, and theréafter, under tho 
friendly eye of Col. Scott, was advanced rap- 
idly. 

When Cassatt was manager of the Warren 
and Franklin branch of the system, Scott 
sent for him one day to ask that he fin? 
out for him certain facts that Scott wanted 
from the bookkeeping department of the 
line. Cassatt told Scott all that the chief 
wanted to know.

terna! and external, and then after thirty 
years you mane him your president, and you 
give your absolute trust to him!" 

Thomas A. Scott largely was the molder of 
Alexander J. Cassatt’s railroad career. ‘For 
Cassatt already had “ found himgelf.” 

Charlies E. Rector, having fafied to “ find 
himself.”’ landed through the influence of a 
governmental “ grand bounce ”--and a brags 
griffin.

When 
the Locke experiment, which kept the regular 
beating of the heart of a dead animal in time 
for ninety hours, left the heart of a steer in 
such condition that its workings were used 
in the classroom of King’s college, the Journal 
says that Or. Goulston’s discovery was no 
more than could heve been expected,

January, with the starting of 4 girls’ tomato 
club in Aiken, 8. C. The agricultural de- 
partment is backing it and there are now 
more than 3,000 girls, in different parts of 
the south, who are each raising a patch of 
tomatoes, under directions sent them from 
Washington. ¢ 

The agents of the department are travel- 
ing over the country establishing tomato 
clubs in three counties of each southern 
state. and in time they will turn the whole 
south into a markgt garden. This is one 
of the most radical of the new schemes of 
Uncle Sam, patriarch. It means the bring- 
ing of woman into our great industria! revo- 
lution, and the creatfon of a race‘of bust- 
ness women on the farms of the south.

Would Compete with Boys. 

The idea came from the corn clubs. In 
them each bog was given one acre by his 
father. He was to plow and plant it him- 
self, and to have all the profit. I have 
already written of the mighty results. 

In certain cases the boys made several 
hundred dollars off their respective acres. 
and this year one of them expects to net 
$1,000 from a five acre tract. That money 
is to send him through school. 

Since the organization of the corn clubs 
the girls of the ingaiess, which they 
were established have been writing the agri- 
cultural department whether there was not 
something for them to do. 

They have been allowed to compete with 
the boys in the corn clubs, and in a num- 
ber of instances, notwithstanding their sex. 
they have prodticed corn above the average 
of the clubs to which they belonged. In 
a South Carolina corn club, for example, 
there were two girls who each raised more 
than 100 bushels of corn off one acre, a 
ing all the cultivation themselves. ae 

One of them raised 120 bushels on her) 
acre. This was Miss Hanna Plowden of 
Clarendon county. Shé belonged to a club. 
of 142, of whom 140 were boys. There were 
only three boys who raised more than) 
she cid, and the average of the club was 
sixty-two bushels per acre. . 7 | 

In Aiken county the boys’. corn club had 
sixty members and. their success was the 
envy of their sisters. The boys’ clubs were 
organized through the schools and the giris 
discussed this matter with their teachers. 

Thereupon one of them, Miss Marie S. 
Cromer, started the tomato club movement. | 
She had the assistance ofthe county super- 
intendent and of the state agent of our agri- 
cultural department. 

Miss Cromer devoted her evenings to writ- 
ing letters to girls in different parts of the 
county and her Saturdays to securing mem- 
bers. As a result a club of forty-six little 
girls was organized and a list of valuable 
prizes secured for those who did the best 
work. Some of the prizes were money and 
others were books. — ™ 

One was a free scholarship to the Winthrop 
Normal and Industrial college, or a college 
education for the gir] who secured K.

Ten Acres Per Man. 

This prize was Won by a girl who planted, 
cultivated, and gathered a sufficient crop of 
tomatoes from her one-tenth of an acre to 
fill 512 three pound cans. She not only raised 
the tomatoes, but canned them, and in adédi- 
tion made a dozen other products, consisting 
of pickles, relishes, and preserves. 

Her tomato cans were all sold at the rate 
of $1.25 per dozen, bringing in a gross amount 
of between $50 and $60 from her tenth of an 
acre. At the same rate an acre would Have 
yielded a gross of from $500 to $600, byt from. 
this, of course, must be deducted the labor 
she did on the place and the cost of the cans. 
It is enough to make one’s eyes bulge, 

It is an old saying that ten acres are enough 
for any one man to handle. These plans of 
the agricultural department are baged on 
one-tenth of an acre. It does not seem much. 

It is equal to a strip 43 feet front and 100 
feet depe. It is not much more thania good 
sized town lot, yet Uncle Sam thinks it is 
quite enough to keep one little girl busy in 
addition to her school work during the time 
the tomato crop grows. The parents are re- 
quired to give the land and do the first plow-~- 
ing, and it is also insisted that the girl re- 
ceive the money which comes from her crop. 

The girl is expected to read all circulars 
and bulletins sent her by the department of 


» ASHINGTON, D. C.—Uncle Sam, 


agriculture. She is told how to plant and 
raise her tomatoes and it is by such direc- 
tions that 3,000 little girls are now working. 
Remember that each has only one-tenth of 
an acre. Well, here is what Uncle Sam tells 
his daughters to do: © Where possibje have 
three loads of well rotted barnyard manure 
put on the plot. Then plow the land deep or 
about two inches deeper than usual. The 
plowing should be eight inches deep to bring 
up sufficient moisture for the plants; After 
this the soil should be thoroughly pulverized, 
the clods being broken up fine. All this 
should be done before planting time.” 

The next paragraph tells how to raise the 
plants from the seed by taking @ box 2 feet 
wide-and 4 feet long and 1 foot deep without a 
bottom. Sink this in a sunny protected place 


and fill it to the depth of 6 inches with stable 
manure, that of horses or mules preferred. 
Tramp this down a little and on the top place 
three inches of good garden soil. 
make a hotbed.. The manure will warm the 
soil.

Planting the Seeds. 

Now plant the tomato seeds, putting them 
in from one-quarter to half an inch deep, 
and as soon as they are an inch high thin 
them out so that they stand an inch and a 
half apart each way. This will give you 
about 400 plants. | 

You must be sure they are kept moist and 
water them if it does not rain. Cover the 
box at night with a cotton cloth or thin 
bianket and if there is danger of cold weather 
you may place some loose straw over the top 
by laying a board or two on the box, so that 
the straw will not injure the plants. The 
straw must not remain too long and only 
when you have a cold snap. By so doing 
the plants wil’ be hardy and each plant will 
be strong. 

When the plants are about three inches 
tall they can be set out. Mark your land 
in squares four feet each way, and at the 
corners of each square set out a tomato by 
excavating ’@ little with a hoe. Get.a pailful 
of rich dirt scraped up from the barnyard 
and throw.a handful of this in the hole for 
each plant. Now take up your plants, keep- 
ing with each as much eoil as possible, and 
set them gout deep in the ground. 

The directions say that three pounds of

.. The tomatoes put up by those girls weré 
marketed through the stores. The club had 
its own can labels, consisting of a picture of 
a big red tomato, with the words, “ South 
Carolina’ above it, and a statement on the 
opposite side that it was grown and packed 
by the girls of Aiken county. 

The tomatoes were so good that the product 
was rapidly sold-and Tam told that there will 
be a ready market for all that can be raised 
in the future. This isso everywhere through- 
out the south. The cotton mills and the fac- 
tories there are rapidly ‘increasing and the 
demand for groceries and canned goods is 
now supplied by the north. From this time 
on such things will be produced in the coun- 
try near by. ‘ 

These boys’ and girls’ clubs are making a 
stir all over the south. The corn clubs have 
resulted in the organization of many county 
fairs in places where fairs have been un- 
known before. % 

The boys have brought their exhibits to the 


- county seats, and the farmers have thereupon 
organized fairs at which all sorts of livestock . 


and farm produce have been shown. 

This has been thé case in Aiken county, 
where a fair company has been organized 
with a capital of $8,000 and where prizes are 
given for tomatoes and tomato products.

**Girls’ Canning Party.” 

One of the most interesting features of the 
tomato clubs is itg effect upon the social com- 
munity. It brings the people tegether and 

creates a fellow interest in each others work. 
A new sort of gathering has been instituted, 
known as the girls’ canning party. 

At this the members of one or of the several 
clubs come together and can their toma- 
toes, ending their work with a party or pic- 
nic. Such events are usually at the home of 
one of the members. The boys of the corn 
clubs are often invited, and they aid the girls 
by bringing in the wood and water and in 
keeping the fires. They also help with the 
soldering. 

In some of the places the canning outft is 
carried from one center to another and in 
other instances each club has its own canning 
outfit, which can be furnished at as low a cost 
as $10. I*have before mea report of one of 
these tomato parties. 

It occurred at White Pond, 8. C., at the 
home of one of the girls. There were ten 
members of the tomato club present and a 
crowd of spectators from the farms nearby. 
The canning began early and was carried on 
under the instructions of one of the teachers. 
By noon M0 cans were filled and capped ready 
for shipment. After this a dozen water- 
melons were served and a picnic dinner was 
eaten under the trees. 

The department of agriculture thinks It best 
to confine this work at first to tomatoes alone, 
although a little later on cucumbers and 
beans will be added. It is expected also to 
extend the prizes to poultry, but the competi- 
tion in poultry raising will be confined to the 
graduates of the tomato clubs and will suc- 
ceed their instruction in vegetable raising. 

The most of the work is being done in con- 
nection with the schools, and it is found to be 
highly educational, teaching the little ones 
much about soil and plants and at the same 
time inculcatinge practical ideas of business, 
hygiene, and general home improvement. 

I have been especially interested in the pa?- 
riarchal nature of this movement.

OR twenty years after the civil war @ 


certain class of so-called statesmen in’ 


congress were enamored with the idea 
that individual strength and political 


preferment depende/ upoy their ability . 


to keep alive the prejudices ana passions en- 
gendered by the schism between the north 
and south. This was the era of the “ bloody 
shirt’ politician. Vituperation, vindictive 
personalities, sarcasm, and geographical 
lines determined the popularity of senators 
and representatives with their * home folks.” 


The federalist and the confederate were ever - 


at war, “ Mason and Dixon’s line divided the 
north and south, and oratory and individual- 
ism was the order of the day. 

* Joe’ Blackburn of Kentucky was at that 
time one of the most brilllant men in con- 
gress. He acquired a national reputation as 
an extemporaneous orator. When aroused 
by passion or prejudice, the fire of his south- 
ern genius would explode an arsenal of 
rhetoric and brilliant assertions which for 
the time dazzled the mind and confused the 
reason of tke best stoics in the house.

He asserted that when Butler was in com- 
mand of the federal troops in New Orleans

Fiery Speech of Blackburn. 

‘This reply brought Blackburn to his feet. 
He poured forth the vitriol of his wrath 
and hatred of everything Butlér represented 
in his eyes. The speech has few equals. 
It was a Niagara of eloquence, interspersed 
with pathos for the “lost cause,”’ and pol- 
ished by an erudition of language and lofty 
patriotism that even the wit of Butler could 
not thrust aside. 

Butler realized that “ Joe” had defeated 
him in debate. The only retort he could 
make was an effort to divert the attention of 
the house from the incident. With this ob- 
ject in view, he walked across the hall to 
piackburn’s seat and with an air of authority 
and assumed anger in his eye, demanded that 
Blackburn follow him immediately and set- 
tle the terms of a mortal combat on “ the 
field of honor.” This suited Blackburn, for 
he wanted an opportunity to kill Butler in a 
duel if possible, as the entire south be- 
lieved Butler to be the worst enemy their 
section had known. 

Blackburn followed Butler into the corri- 
ders surrounding the house and Butler 
opened the door of what is now the commit- 
tee room on military affairs, and asked Black- 
burn to enter. The members of the house 


followed ifke a swarm of bees, anticipating 
immediate trouble. After the two states- 
men entered the room, Butler closed the door 
in the face of those following, turned the 
key. in, the lock, and looking Blackburn in 
the eye, said:.'‘ Joe, I see that we are both 
on a committee to determine the location 
of the new Washington market house. I 
wanted to talf@the matter over with you and 
therefore ifivited you here.’’ Blackburn was 
angry, but ultimately saw the ludicrous posi- 
tion and burst-into laughter, saying, ‘* Butler; 
you are a cunning fox and have saved me 
from the disagreeable task of killing you.” 

From that day and up to the time of But- 
ler’s death, no two men in public life were 
closer friends.

Rose Beads. 


As this is the month of roses, let me tell 
you how to make the beautiful rose beads 
which are so very popular just now in Ca'i- 
fornia. Gather a large panfu! of rose peta!s 
and put them through a food chopper [usirg 
the nut grinder] three times a day (morning, 
noon, and night] for seven days; between 
times keep the pulp in an old black dripping 
pan or skiliet, so that it will turn to the 


desired biack and keep in a coo! place, covered 


with a paper to retain the moisture. 

Shouid the pulp become too dry, sprink'e 
with a little water. After the seventh day. 
make into balls, using a thimble having the 
top removed to measure the pulp, so the 
beads will be uniform in size. After filling 
the thimble remove the pulp by pushing it 
out from the top. 

Roli theese balis for three days, and %n 
the third day stick them on hatpins and 
leave them to dry for several days, turning 
them frequently so they will not stick to the 
pins. The beads may be left plain of marked 
with iines tor ornamentation. When 
thoroughly dry string the rose beads on 
black linen thread alternately with tiny gold 
beads, using three of the latter between each 
two rose beads. 

Finish with a clasp and you have a string 
of beads mot only beautiful and with a rose 
fragrance, but of almost priceless value.

Jam Rules. 


Granted a little care, jam making at home 
does not present great difficulties and really 
entails very little expense, especially if the 


‘fruit is home grown. There area few rules 


\o be borne in mind, as follows: 

Do not allow tin, iron, or pewter to touch 
the jam, as any of these ere liable to spoil 
*he color. 


Everything employed in the jam making 


must be scrupulously clean. 

The sugar must be the best. 

The fruit must be gathered on a dry day 
any that is imperfect or damaged being dis- 


~ garded. It should be just ripe. 


The jam should be boiled until on dropping 
a little on a plate it jellies. Jam should be 
boiled fast to preserve the color of the fruit, 
and kept well etirred. 

All ecum must be carefully removed ae it 
rises. 

Dry fruit requires the addition of a little 
liquid to prevent its burning, and for this 
either water, rhubarb, or currant juice may 
be used. 

Jam must be stored in a cool, dry place, 
free from drafts and in an even temperature. 
ture. 

If any jam is spilt on the sare when pouring 
it in, wipe it off at once with a damp cloth 
wrung out in hot water.

This too) was purchased by the per- 
son who needed it and the expense was 30 
cents, thus at.a net cost of 5 cents a desirable 
tool was added to this housekeeper’s kit. 

It pays to be handy with tools, and a little 
money expended in their purchase will save a 
considerable sum in the course of a year. 
Perhaps they may not be needed often, but 
there are times when. a hammer and a few 
nails will be worth far more than their 
original cost. Unless a person has occasion 
to buy them it is difficult to realize what a 
varied assortment of tools, screws, and nails 
may be purchased for a comparatively small. 
amount. Boxes of nallg with a variety of | 
sizes and kinds therein, may be had fora 
dime, and another lot of screws may be had 
for the same price. 

Hammers cost from 5 cents upward, aga 
high grade of tools for cabinet workers or 
carpenters will be priced in accordance with 
their quality. but the average housekeeper | 


does not need these expensive articles. Gas 


nippers are. needed frequently to change the 
burners on gas fixtures.. Those who have 
them and exercise a Httle common sense in 
using them will do away with a lot of bills 
from gasfitters. The rules of the trade 
unions do not permit of janitors doing these 
little odd jobs, that put many a quarter into 
their pockets, but most janitors are not will- 
ing. to forego this perquisite of their position. 

A well known prima donna ysed to carry 
a lot of small gimlets to use where clothes- 
presses were scarce, her maid screwing them 
‘Into window and door frames to serve as 
clothes hangers. While this is not a practi¢e 
to be commended, it does demonstrate the 
usefulness of this, little tool.

In one place where there was no 
clothespress, a rack purchased for 25) cents, 
was attached to an unused door by two fair 
sized hooks, and a curtain draped in front of 
it, as a substitute for one. Coat hangers 
were hooked over the rods to hang skirtsand 
jackets on, and thus accommodations for a 
big portion of a wardrobe was secured at 
little cost. Another woman who boasted of 
her ingenuity suspended a barrel hoop from 
a hook in the ceiling in the corner of her 
room and hung her garments from that, using 
coat hangers to keep them in shape.

Style, and the effect is uncommon and pretty 
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Peasant blouses meet one at every turn. 
Sometimes they are becoming, and some- 
times. especially from a back view, they ere 
the reverse. This unbecomingness is largely 
the result of a too baggy look on the back 
where the armholé would be in the ordinary 
blouse. 

By far the best pattern for these apparently 
simple t6 make blouses is the one providing 
an underarm piece which reaches from the 
end of the sleeve to the waist line of the 
blouse. Sometimes this piece is long enough 
to reach from the point where the arm joins 
the body om the under side, down to the bot- 
tom of the waist, and sometimes it is not; 
and this last possibility is where some of the 
trouble lies. It is best to measure the under- 
arm length on the blouse proper, and if it is 
too short pin on small strips of paper, making 
the length correct on both front and back. 
The underarm strip can then be lengthened 
exactly right. 

* 

As these blouses are almost always finished 
with French seams, the basting together for 
the trying on should be done with the seams 
on the right side. Then one should carefully 
note the effect from the front and back, with 
the arms hanging down at the sides. and see 
if the unsightly bulge isthere. If itis, notice 
about how much material is in the bulging 
place, take the blouse off, rip the seams on 
both sides where this separate piece runs 
from the blouse inte the sleeve part, and 
crease new seam lines on the blouse, taking 
off the unnecessary amount Don’t dc any 
cutting, however, unti! another trying on 
has teken place. 

Another thing is that where the blouse 
funs into the sleeve the blouse side of the 
seams must be clipped in twice, to the depth 
of the seam, just either side of the turn. 
This will leave a small “ V ”’ of the material. 
In basting the seams together at this point 
straighten both under arm piece and blouse 
out flat. and see that the clipping takes away 
all pucKering on the blouse In making the 
second stitching of the French seam, stitch 
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just outside this clipping and the seam will 
not pucker and will catch in enough of the 
cloth to hold satisfactorily. 
* 
Oftentimes. it in necessary, when fittin 
these blouses, to take off from <«né to two 
inches of the blouse proper at the waist line 
on both the front and back. The width of 


the underarm strip should not be disturbed, 


the change. being made only on the biouse 
side, 

A great many women object to having the 
middie back of the blouse made on the 
straight of the cloth on account of it mak- 


. ing so much fullness at the waist line. If tne 


bias back is used. a ‘straight strip of material 
should be irSéerted in the heme, and when 
laundering is done pains should be taken to 
do the troning on the straight of the material 
instead of the bias, This will prevent the 
blouse being stretched out of shape. 

Many .of the biouse sleeves are meade de- 
cidediy loose at the edge, and the pretty 
bands of colored voile or marquisette which 
are used as-a finish to the white blouses are 
not ditticult t6 put on, as some may think. 
‘if the sleeve seems a little too large when 
being fitted, this may be remedied by taking 
a small dart on the underside. Then if there 
is a strip of Cluny or other insertion to be 
used, this is made the right size around and 
Anisned in a lapped seam or ihe edgés are 
securely buttonholed together. 

| * 

The colored band should be made double, 
and cut on the straight of the.cloth. It-is 
stitched together in a.seam, befote folding 
double. . Then the edges are brought together 
and either turned in in a narrow seam, basted 
in’ position on the edge of the insertion; and 
stitched on the machine; or the raw edges 
may be overcasted together in small stitches, 
then basted and stitched on. 

Women who like to get new ideas about 
their work. will doubtless be interested in «4 
new way of putting seams together on certain 
materials. 

A.suit made of high priced Scotch tweed 
was seen recently, finished with lapped 
seams, and these seams were not stitched 
at all. Instead. mending tissue of the ‘best 
grade Was used for the purpose. The gar- 
ment must be perfectly cut and fitted. allow-

This mending tiseue hag also been success- 
fully uesd in making henjs on 4elicate silke 
an4 other materials, where stitching or hand 
hemming would not look well. In trying a 
new thing, never, unless you feel most ex- 
pert, start in on the garment to be made. 
Experiment’ first on a small piece of the 
material until you get your hand in, es it 
were. 

Another clever idea was suggested in ap- 
plying ‘ace. motifs to an evening gown. The 
material was @ fine net, in bleck, and there 
werg beautiful butterfly motifs which wouid 
heve mesent an almost endless task if ap- 
pliqued on in the usual manner. Some li- 
brary paste was mixed with ink to make it 
black, and the motifs were pasted on. One 
can naturally understand that.a frock could 
be hopelessly ruined in this work, unless 
great care were used. 

In the first place, the position of the motifs 
would have to be clearly indicated, then the 
materiat should be laid out as smoothly as 
possible on an ironing board, cutting table, 
or some ‘unvarnished surface, and clean 
blotting paper laid under the net. Only by 
trying some imitation motifs on a sample 
of the net could ope determine just the 
amount of paste necessary for each motif. 
Enough would have to be put on to reach to 
each part of the oytline, and at the. same 
time care would have to be taken not to pul 
on enough to spread beyond the edge. 

Often after a humber of washings Or ez 
posures to the summer syn dresses, sashes, 
window curtains, hat trimmings, etc., will 
begin to-fade,.and an eagy. way was sug- 
gested to restore them totheir first freshness. 
Buy crinkly paper the desired shade, put in 
cold water, and put the faded material in this 
water before ironing. It has an advantage 
over’the dyes, which will. require boiling in 
the process, — ee rH,

A last summer’s white chip hat was trats- 
formed into a this year’s attractive one by 
stretching pertectiy plain and tight over 
both crown and brim a fine white net hav- 
ing lavender violets scattered over its sur- 
face. The under side of the brim was finished 
with a shirred net the deepest shade seen in 
the violets, and the effect was most pleasing. 

Practically all the summer frocks ere un- 
lined. Sometimes a shallow yoke lining will 
be necessary, but when this is the case it is 
made of the thinnest muslin or net. Of course 
the high waisted skirts have to have the gup- 
port of a boned and well fitting belt, but this 
could hardly be called a lining. Where the 
materials are as delicate as they are In many 
instances, *they bave to be: most. carefully 
handled, both tn the cutting and making, to 
avoid pulling out of shape or otherwise apoil- 
ing, and they have to be substantially fin- 
ished, or rather. perfectly so, to avold com- 
ing apart. % 

Where seams are not inset with lace, the 
usual method of finishing is the French seam. 
This is quicker*than almost any other way, 
and has the advantage of covering all raw 
edges. The best way to do anything is usua)- 
ly the simplest in the end; and this will apply 
in the setting in of lace. The outline it is to 
take is first carefully marked off on the pat- 
tern, and then the lines transferred to the 
garment, The insertion is then pasted on, 
lollowing the edge which measures the most. 

Then the opposite edge is basted down, first 
pulling up a thread in the edge, if it Is the: 


‘kind that hasthe thread, and, if it has none, 
small darts or mitred corners are laid to in- 


sure @ smooth surface. The tnsértion can be 
stitched to.the material on each edge by ma- 
@hine, then the cloth is cut away under-

boys and girls know what a rebus 

is and look expectantly to the last 

page of a boys and girls magazipe 

to study out the meaning of the 

little pictures and stray syllables which they 

ofien find there, but they little know how old 

this rebus really is and what an important 

place it has in history. The word itself 

comes from the latin werd res, which means 

“a thing,” and a wise man said that those 

whw first niade rebuses were attempting to 

speak in a poetical way by making pictures 
of things. 

High school boys and girls know all about 
Cicero and Julius Caesar, but some may 
never have heard that sometimes when the 
orator Cicero wished to make his signature 
he used to make the figure of a chickpea 
which ‘in latin was called “Cicer” and 
Julius Caesar stamped upon his coins an 
elephant, the Mauritian word for which 
is “ Caesar.” These were just like rebuses 
or puns in pictures, so you see reblses are 
really old. 

The first English rebuses come down to 
us from a much later day, from the reign 
of Edward III. in the fourteenth century, 
but from the beginning the English liked 
them. Knights bore into battle on their 
shields and helmets devices which were noth- 
ing else but rebuses. Scholars and church- 
men had them carved on window frames 
and into the decoration of chapels. Old 
English churches are rich in rebuses. ‘Then 
printers and book sellers used rebuses for 
favorite devices. Thus a Mr. Jugge, who 
was a printer, would put into books in place 
of his name a nightingale sitting on a bush 
with a rose in his mouth and the words 
“ Jugge, Jugge, Jugge,”’ as an imitation of 
a nightingale’s song. : 

On an old house in Islington appears a 
very pretty rebus, a rose, a twisted bit of 
cord, and a wing, and this was meant to 
express, ** Rose Knotwing.” And then they 
tell us of a_youth who was in love with a 
maiden who was named Rose Hill, and who 
had painted on his coat the pictures of a 
rose, a hill, an eye, a loaf, and a well in 
order to tell every one who saw him “ Rose 
Hill I love well.” 

So you see even those little aprons which 
children have with rebuses marked on them 
or the cunning bibs so dear to nursery 
folk, are not new ideas at all. As for the 
picture page of rebuses the origin of this 
dates back to Julius Caesar.

In Great Britain and in Europe there is a 
curious fish called the stickleback, which 
builds a nest. These fishes collect pieces of 
straw or sticks, with which they make a bot- 
tom for their nest among the water plants, 
cementing the fragments together by a kind 
of whitish thread, fine and silken, which 
they exude from their own bodies. The 
sides of the mest are made after the bottem. 
In fresh water the size of the nest is about 
the size of a hazel nut; the eggs, about the 
size of peppy seeds, are deposited within.

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EDING a: nestful of young birds 
is no small task for the mother aad 
La father. All of our songbirds are 
x 7 helpless for a week or more after 
wae they are hatched, and need a great 
deal of care and attention. During the first 
few days the parent robins feed their babies 
small white grubs; as they grow larger the 
little robins are given long angle worms 
and insects. Young birds seem always to 
be hungry and whenever the mother or 
father comes to the nest every little mouth 
is held up eagerly. Most of the land birds 
thrust the food far down into their babies 
throats; many water birds fill their own 
mouths with food and open them wide, zo 
that the young birds can put their bills m 
and feed themselves, The mother and 
father robins, feed their young about once 
in dive minutes during most of the day. I 
once saw a wood pewee feed its children 
forty-five times in a single hour, which was 
rather often, even for hungry nestlings. 


NO. 10—THE MEADOWLARK. | 


Next time you walk across a field watch 
out for a plump brownish bird a little larger 
than a robin, which jumps up from the 
ground and flies away with a rapid flap and 
sail of the wings. It is the meadowlark, 
one of the finest of our prairie birds, both 
in song and coloring. If you get close enough 
you. will see the yellow breast with a black 
crescent near the throat. The back, wings, 
and tail are brown streaked, and the white 
outer tail feathers show plainly in flight. 
If you are lucky enough to find the nest you 
will see the four or five white eggs, spotted 
with brown, in a grassy cup on the ground. 
Often the parents build a roof of grass over 
the nest and a tunne! leading to the outside. 
This makes the nest harder to find and helps 
in keeping the eggs and little birds from 
harm. While the -mother sits on the eges 
Mr. Meadowlark ;erches on a nearby fence 
or tree top and whistles his happy song.

We love to change our hats 


If “the trade” makes a bad guess and overbuys, 
there is a crash in the cashier’s office, some woebegone 
Credit in wholesale circles, and some losses up in 
Rhode Island and Fall River. If “the trade” under- 
buys, or fails to buy, a particular pattern that is catch- 
ing on, there is joy in the competitors’ camp and some 
more material for Potash and Perlmutter stories. 


So, naturally enough, “the trade” and the manu- 
facturer fall into the habit of working together. Each 
year, or twice a year, the expert “buyers” for the 
trade leave their shops and go to the manufacturers 
and the stylists. They have “taken stock” at home. 
They have learned what sold best and what was left 
over. They have seen the semi-annual clearance sales, 
and taken a line on the susceptibility of the public to 
special bargains. And they are prepared to say: “My 
customers will,” or “My customers won't.” Ifa novelty 
in dress, in color, in corsage, in hose, in lingerie, in 
shoes, in hats is shown to them by the manufacturers, 
whose ingenious designers have spent the winter 
working the thing out, they can guess by previous 
experience whether the change is too startling, or 
not startling enough. They know pretty well how 
much local boosting a thing will need; how much 
window displaying; how much bargain advertising; 

how much re-inforcement from 
the fashion notes in the press, 
and from inducing social leaders 
or stage leaders to pose as ex- 
emplars. 


And the manufacturer gladly 
avails himself of these buyers’ 
judgment. In fact, even in 
Paris, the reputed head-fountain 
of all fashion streams and rivu- 
lets, American buyers maintain 
permanent headquarters, where 
the manufacturers can ‘constantly 
be in touch with them. If a new 
Style is proposed, the buyer is 
called into conference, and ex- 
presses his opinion as to how 
the thing should be altered and 
adapted to fit the fads and 
fancies of the United States. 
Practically nothing is sent 
across the water until this ex- 
change of views has been ef- 
fected. Similarly, little or noth- 
ing goes out of the great cloth 
and dress-making headquarters 
of America until there has been this same swapping 
of experience and opinions, 


When it is realized that out of a total of five hun- 
dred million dollars involved in the making of cotton 
goods alone in this country, one hundred millions is 
devoted to the coloring, designing and finishing of the 
fabric; it is not hard to see why such great care is 
exercised. Or, if one is told that a single big shoe 
house puts out over six hundred samples of shoes 
every year, one doesn’t need to think much farther, 
does he? Six hundred new kinds of shoes, ties, 
slippers, and tae like every twelve months! Think of 
it! Imagine what this means in a huge department 
store, where shoes are the least part of the whole 
business; or where even cotton goods play but a rela- 
tively small figure. If the dealer and the manufacturer 
did not lunch together at least once or twice a year, 
how long would either one survive the bankruptcy 
court? 

For, after all, we, the people, have our vagaries. 
Some of us stick to one style, and refuse to 
change it until the police threaten to lock us up. 
And some of us rush up to the counter with our 
gold pieces or our pennies, every time the 
window dresser steps in and out of the small 
door. If the merchant does n't know just 
how to humor us, his big store isn't worth 
a piece of wrapping paper. Left to our- 
selves, we’d drift along in ruts, or run wild 
in fashion-prairies. He has to study us; 
and not only to study us, but to experi- 
ment upon us. His business being to sell 
things, he has to discover where we are 
susceptible to the buying contagion. From 
time to time, he even gives us a 
buying dope. 

Ever stop to think of that? 
The merchant gives us a buying 
dope! That is, whenever he 
catches us running down in our 
spending enthusiasm, he intoxi- 
cates the eye with something

bold, jolts our fancy with something fascinating, 
warms up our covetousness with something irresistibly 
alluring. 


This measure was not so necessary years ago, when 
dry goods and dress goods and furnishing goods and 
footwear were sold in small shops, with relatively 
small rentals and small salary rolls and only one or 
two delivery wagons. But with huge department 
stores that cost millions to operate, why, sales must 
be kept moving and 
moving fast. The sale 
of ordinary clothing, ot 
standard things that peo- 
ple wear every season, is 
not sufficient. There 
must be a_ constant 
bringing forward of nov- — 
elties, a constant offer- 
ing of something that 
will make the public buy. 

Fixed habits of dress- 
img must not be allowed 
to grow. °‘Goods that 
will last from one sea- 
son to another must not 
be placed on the market. 

The people must be in- 

duced to believe that 

they must adapt their 

clothes to the period of 

the year. If, for instance, as recently happened in 
connection with the “overdress,” the wearing of long 
outer-garments over light-weight, one-piece costumes 
bought for winter has a tendency to extend the use 
of the costume into spring, the spring trade gets a 
serious setback, and something must be done to 
remedy the matter. Or, if some people will insist 
upon wearing tan shoes in winter, the makers must 
even go to the length of withdrawing tan shoes from 
sale during winter. That has the effect of making 
persons who are susceptible to the “style feeling” — 
and most modern people are, even in the smaller towns 
of the interior —lay aside their tans, and buy blacks. 
Then, by the time spring comes around again, a new 
style of tans can be brought out, which will prevent 
the re-use of last year’s footwear. 


Indeed, this matter of keeping the sales active is 
so important that it sometimes prevents the making 
of goods that are too durable. Last year, for ex- 
ample, the manufacturers and dealers put out a line 
of Chamois Lisle and Chamois Suede gloves that 
caught on like wildfire. They were not only attractive 
in appearance, but would “wash” and yet preserve 
both color and form. Women thought they had struck 
a bonanza. But such a glove, once bought, did not 
need to be replaced for a long time. The dealers be- 
gan to refuse to carry it in stock, and the manu- 
facturers actually took it back and dyed it a color that 
would not stand the tub. 


As a rule, the galvanizing of sales is guided by the 
“law of contrasts.” “Whenever there is a hard winter, 
people predict a hot summer to balance it,” say the 
style promoters; “and it is the same thing with 
fashions. We were in the midst of an ultra-artificiality 
of dress when that Russian ballet struck Paris, and 
that is why we liked it. We had the Merry Widow 
hat ad nauseam, and then we shot over to the toque 
and the Cossack. We had the high lace and 
Elizabethan neck and we switched to the low 
Dutch. People always want to be ‘different’; 
and if you seek to keep your trade moving 
and business good, what you have to do is 
to show ’em something ‘different.’ If the stub- 
toed shoe is running hard, you may be sure 

that you can lug in the long vamp; and 
the ‘tooth-pick’ and the ‘needle’ toe give 
you an opening for the broad, splay-footed 
‘bull-dog.’” 
Of course, this law does n't always work; 
because the public gets hold of some things 
which it is loath to lose. This is par- 
ticularly true of colors; the latter can 
only be varied gradually. Manufac- 
turers, directed by their designers — and 
remember, manufacturers depend upon 
their designers very much as big cor- 
porations depend upon their lawyers — 
weave a green thread, we'll say, in a 
background of black, and make this the 
feature of some new cloth which is put 
out for the season. If the cloth takes

Mrs. Frank Coffyn, whose husband is 
connected with the Wright Company’s 
instruction camp at Augusta, Ga.,’ flew 
3G miles with her husband on March 3, 
from Augusta, Ga., to Aiken, S. C. They 
left the former place at. 7:40, arriving 
at their destination at 8:21, just in time 
to eat. breakfast with :some friends. 
Most of the time, they traveled at a 
height of 500 feet. 

‘Across the water, are many French 
women aviators who have won trophies 
in various contests. Among these may 
be named Mile. Hervieu, who won the 
Coupe Femina at Pau in 1910, traversing 
eighty-seven miles and remaining in the 
air’ two hours and five minutes, and 
Barohess Raymonde de Laroche, who 
was one of the first airwomen in France. 
A list of women flyers would be incom- 
plete if it did not mention the Hon. 
Assheton Harbard, a famous English 
balloonist, who has frequently piloted 
her own balloon from England across 
the Channel! into France. 


Miss Josephine Casey, champion of the 
working girl,:is making a determined 
stand for suffrage in Chicago, where she 
lives. She enjoys the distinction of hav- 
ing organized the Equal Suffrage Asso- 
ciation, which is one of the strongest 
suffrage organizations for working girls 
in the country. Nor does her strength 
lie with the working girl alone; she is 
looked upon as a powerful ally of the 
laboring man. She organized the Ele- 
vated Railway Employees’ Union in Chi- 
cago, which boasts of a membership of 
more than 1,600, of which only a tenth 
are women. She herself was once a 
ticket seller on the road, and she mobi- 
lized the body for mutual -protection.

Break off the top leaves of a pineapple 
by gently working them from side to 
side till they come out quite clean. 
Then put two spoonfuls of coarse sand 
in the bottom of a glass jar, and fill 
with water. Place the pineapple top in 
it where it broke off, and have it al- 
ways a little under water. Keep in the 
light, and after a few weeks roots will 
sprout. As soon as they are strong 
enough, put in a pot and then in a small 
jardinier. With a little care, a lovely 
evergreen table pant will spread out 
which will last for years. I have some- 
times planted the pineapple top, cut off 
an inch from the top, immédiately in 
sandy soil and it has rooted at onee. If 
you start some this summer, you will re- 
joice in them next winter—J. A., Ak- 
ron, 0.

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Then, once found, the desi 
brought to the front by being exhibited, 
in elaborate and costly showiness, on 
some woman whom the world will at 
once look at and envy. If it “catches 
on, the word is given to the manufac- 
turers to go ahead. 

The manufacturers, in turn, put them- 
selves at once into touch with the sellers ; 
with whom the probabilities of sale are 
thrashed over, the peculiarities of vari- 
ous sections considered, fads and fancies 
allowed for, and adaptations of the style 
determined upon accordingly. And then 
the huge business of sampling begins — 
an. expensive, risky, sometimes ruinous, 
piece of work; but unavoidable. 

The sampling spreads all over the 
country. It filters downward from big 
jobber to little one, from big town to 
little town. And the retailer becomes 
the court of last decision. He estimates 


the probabilities of his own trade; he 


gauges the ways of his own townspeople, 
and throws the dice according to his 
judgment. It is. expensive, risky, often 
ruinous, for him, too; perhaps more 
often for him than for the people higher 
up. For, he “pays the freight,” as it 
were. The bills come down to him — 
only, he does his best to pass them along 
to the public. 

Possessing the knowledge that there 
is an almost infinite source of supplies 
above him that he does not even have to 
tap, he makes it his business to keep per- 
petually putting the new before the peo- 
ple. He changes his stock as often as 
the changing induces purchases. He has 
clearance sales when there is too much 
accumulation. Like the designérs and 
artists away up at the top of the whole 
game, his quest is ever for the new, the 
new, the new. 

Naturally, all of this huge game looks 
like a wasteful one —and it is. One 
would expect to see introduced into _it, 
those elements of consolidation and 
economy that have come into other in- 
dustries. One would easily believe that 
there is a strong syndication of inter- 
ests at the crest of the thing. But, as 
yet, not much has been accomplished in 
that direction. The manufacturers and 
the jobbers are working together, in de- 
ciding upon the fashions and their modi- 
fications. And the jobbers and dealers, 
of course, are necessarily in frequent 
touch. But there has been no general 
merging, as in other big industries. 
Whether or not the recent dry goods 
combines mean that such merging will 
comt, is a matter for the future to de- 
termine. Certainly, the vastness of the 
interests involved would suggest that it 
must come.
